X 
(name deleted) himself, X is just as likely to get him as any- 
body. He hasn’t said so, but he tried to get Martin Luther 
King.”

Kay was supervising the undercover man’ who made the 
I statements about assassination. Kennedy was due in Miami in 
a week and the undercover man told Kay the right wingers 
were talking about killing him. 

One of the fears in Miami was that the right wingers and 
ceitain extremist Cubans, infuriated over the T.vc o f -J> : ~s 
debacle might try to get revenge on Kennedy while he was in 
Miami.
